IMAL TOBACCO MARKET inCM 
S TRONGE B 

Following the opening sales held 
Monday at the Bourbon Tobacco 
Warehouse, and the New Independ- 
ent Tebaeoo Warehoo^, the local 
Buulcet was etroagpr on all grades. 
A greater demaac for the lower 
grades was noticeable. Where the 
day previous there was only one bid- 
der for the low gfadte, Taeeday 
there were several. 

Prices were at least four cents per 
pound higher than on the s^les of 
the previous day. The sales opened 
at the New Independent House No. 
1, where about liO.OOC pounds of 
tobacco were disposed of by noon. 
The sale then shifted to the Purir, 
house. The Independent Tobacco 
Warehouse sold a total of 145,715 
pounds for |21,759.59, an average 
of |14.t3. At the Bourbon hou^tc 
the sale was blocked by darkness 
and was postponed until Wednesday 
morning. 

'The Paris tobacco market Wednes- 
day was about on a par with that of 
Tuesday, with the common grades 
predominating. Prices were firm on 
good prades of the weed, and it is 
now thought the greater part of the 
inferior tobacco has been disposed 
of, and that the quality during the 
refst of the week will show consid- 
erable improvement. At the New 
Independent House, where the sale 
was unfinished, a total of 82,645 
pounds was sold for 111.605.42, an 
average of $14.42. Prices ranged 
fnpa ooe ceat to sixty-flve'eents. A 
few of the crop averages were ss fol- 
ic wr: Thomas Mitchell. tlS pooad?, 
average $30.33; George Leeds. 2.- 
820 pounds, average $20.50; Tate & 
H.aley. 1 645 poun<?^, average $35.- 
80. Brown & Graves. 2.985 pourds, 
averrgp $34 52; Taylor, Turney <fc 
Ir.sko. 6.9G0 pounds, average $19.- 
56 Lynes & Whitley, 2.845 pounds, 
average $27.73. The sales were con- 
liuued until Thursday.

FIRE LOSSES IK STATE fOR SIX 



There were 594 fires in Kentucky 
between July 1 and December 31. 
1920, the value of the property 
destroyed ajnounting to $7,636,956, 
with Insurance amounting to $4,- 
614,815. leaving a loes of I&37,- 
905, according to a report fileA with 
State Auditor Ji J. Craig. 

The toCsl lBund>er of fires -of un- 
known origin during the period were 
107. of whidi if were Investigated. 
Fonrieen of tike fires were, salp&it- 
ted to the gtsad jury, residtiag In 
three convictions aad IX casea are 
still pending. 

During the same period 5.497 in- 
spections were made, 1.485 State or- 
ders issued to correct fire hazards 
and install necessary apparatus and 
appliances.

LEXINGTON, KT., Jan. 18.— 
Robert Hayes Cook, retiring sergeant 
of the Ordinance department, who re*^ 
turned to Lexington, Monday, be- 
came a captive before Germany. And 
most extrnofdlBatj; ho is rvj happy 
over it. 

His gentle captor is a university 
girl. In April she is coming over, and 
they will make their home in Paris, 
Ky. Already she boasts of being an 
American citizen, although still in tiie 
educational Mervice of her native 
country. 

The bride was Miss Elsie Elizabeth 
Schwartzer. Since graduation from 

the University of Bonn, she has been 
a teacher. Her home is at Metter- 
nich. Coblenz. Sergeant Cook was 
stationed at Coblenz for quite a per- 
iod. It became imperative that he 
learn more German than he had at 
command, and he became a piq^ of 
Miss Schwartzer. 

The new vocabulary he learned evi- 
dently wasn't restricted to army af- 
fairs. He got interested way over in 
the book, figuratively. No one but 
Mrs. Cook knows the speeches he dug 
out in his quarters, but they were 
eloquent enough to make an Amer- 
ican of a daughter of Germany. 

Over there business and many pro- 
fessions follow the military principle 
of enlistment. She was enlisted as 
a teacher and must serve her "hitch" 
just like a soldier. Therefore, she 
couldn't come back with him. But, 
she's coming with the cherry blossoms 
and wars and andes are going to be 
forgotten in a new q;iringtime. Eng- 
lish is among several languages which 
she speakes fluentiy, and she will 
not have the difficulties which beset 
some who come. 

Mr. Cook talks most interestingly 
of France and Germany as they ap- 
pear after the war. His corps fol- 
lowed the fighting lines closely dur- 
ing the conflict, and afterwards he 
had occasion to make numerous trips 
over the battletorn regions. He 
says that a transformation already 
has taken nlace in the restoration of 
towns and Hie eoltlyatlon of land 
which was bared. In a general view 
today, among the scars of war the 
piles of stone and mortar which mark 
where towns wholly were obliterated 
and the shattered trunks of treeo 
stand out. 

During a residence of two years in 
Germany, Mr. Cook says that he was 
at all times courteously treated and 
observed many evidences of amity. 

Ajnong observations which will be 
of peculiar interest in Bourbon 
County — ^where no Bourbon remains 
— was that all 67 vnrities of Ken- 
tucky whisky are to be seen in show- 
window ricks, and the price range in 
Germany cities is 75 cents to $1.50 
— just like it was when he left Ken- 
tucky and joined the army nine event- 
ful years ago. Mr. Cook is visiting 
his father, Thomas H. Cook, 235 East

' France the same amount is controlled 
by 480 times that number of people, 
or 96,000. 

Industrially, the United States is 
becoming dynastic — there is a verit- 
able dynasty in each important indus- 
trial structure, some of which are :

- Klein Gives List. 
These figures on the concentration 
of wealth in the United States were 
obtained from Henry H. Klein, dep- 
uty commissioner of accounts of New 
York Cityt and a deep student of 
economic affairs. He has spent ten 
years collecting conceret facts on the 
pyramiding of American wealth. 

Mr. Klein's attention was called to 
the recent statement of George P. 
Hampton, manafrinjr director of the 
Farmers' National Council, that thir- 
ty-three individuals own 2 per cent 
of the entire American national 
wealth. He estimated this 2 per cent 
at about 14^37,000,000. Mr. Hamp- 
ton gave no names, but the following 
list of individuals and estates and the 
▼ast holdings, checked np to a recent 
date, was piven by Mr. Klein: 

J. D. and William Rockefeller, 3 to

Mr. Klein's Ust, which is several 
pages long, doss not go hsiow the 
$10,000,000 class. 

He has compiled these figures and 
data on those "who own America" to 
point out the danger of the concen- 
tration of wealth in the United States 
the evils of tax-exempt securities 
which are heavily held by the bir 
estates, and in advocacy of a consti- 
tutional amendment for the limitation 
of private fortunes. Mr. Klein pointed 
out that most of the Rockefeller in 
stitutions are ip p o rted by wealth in 
vested in tax-exempt securties, "and' 
he added, "they haven't i^ent wlia^ 
thnrhpvts saved fai taxattoB." 

**tne concentration of weaMh fr 
the United States," the deputy com- 
missioner declared, "has reached thp 
last stape. It will be very dangerou«^ 
to permit it to go further. The econ 
omic structure is top heavy and it car 
not be cured by any wild-eyer* 
theories of Socialism or Bolshevism 
The top must be sliced off; it mnsf 
be made to stand ths hodSB of gov- 
ernmental expense.

Some- 
thing along this line must be done to 
bring the world situation back to 
normal. Under the present system 
Europe can not pay her debts. Ihe 
only remedy I see is for the govern- 
ments, with the United States pohit- 
ing the way, to Ihnft the amount of 
private fortunes, taking the excess, 
thus regulating monopolies and fix- 
ing the prices on all commodities. All 
taxes will be reduced. Private in- 
itiative will not be crushed by such a 
program, because no one man will be 
able to become richer than any other. 

"My figures, which I will publish 
within this year, will show the varied 
danger of undestricted wealth accum- 
ulation. Private monopoly from 
which these riches tske tiieir origin 
is no loBgar tokrahle or axeusaUe In 
this eou n lff . R has run its course 
just like other economic qrstems. The 
only alternative to private monopoly 
is public monopoly, and the only safe 
way to obtain that is to limit what the 
individual can have and transfer the 
surplus back to the nation. Other- 
wise, with this wealth accumulation 
proceedi'-cr — and it is getting worse 
each year — we will have industrial 
and political serfdom.

Poland Is In the destitute state for 
want of food and clothing among the 
poor that Belgium would liave beeo 
during tlie war, had there been no com- 
mission for relief In that country, ac- 
cording to Dr. Vernon Kellogj;. Ameri- 
can Relief Administration ofiicial, who 
recently returned from Warsaw. 

Dr, Kellogg was a member of Mr. 
Hoover's staff In Belgium, and at the 
conclusion of hostlltles, entered Po- 
land as the Hoover emissary in charge 
of food relief. He first entered Poland 
In 1915, a few months after the Ger- 
man occupation. His report of starva- 
tion, disease and suffering that exist- 
ed at that time Is one of the most 
harrowing documents In the records 
of American relief work overseas. 

Dr, Kellogg made the following 
statement regarding the work after the 
armistice : 

"With Warsaw as our headquarters, 
we began operations In Poland In Jan- 
uary, l'J19, and within a few weeks 
there was established a steady impor- 
tation of food into that country. T<ms 
and tons of it came from overseas 
through the Port. of Danzig. 

"It was impossible to do all that 
the administration wanted to do, l)e- 
cause the need of Poland was too great, 
but It was agreed that enough food 
should be sent to Poland to care iOr 
the four million people until the great 
agrfcnltara! districts could again pro- 
vide for them. 

"Dut In addition to these four mil- 
lion penple who so pressingly needed 
relief, there was another call for relief 
from a source that could net be vs* 
sisted; the children oTthe land. Many 
of these were orphans, hungry, ema- 
ciated, destitute and diseased. So the 
American Relief Administration added 
to its work by instituting a system of 
feeding these children. In a few 
months a millkMi and a VMitsr Polish 
children were getting a free meal ev- 
ery day of special food prepared to 
counteract the efTects eg thshr p t Ofl OUS 
undernourislunent.'* 

To finsh the Job eight great organ- 
izations have united under ths name 
of the European Relief Oonnell to raise 
die fnnds necessary to care for the 
food needs and the medical needs of 
the 3,500.000 children of Eastern and 
Central Europe. These organizations 
are the American Relief Administra' 
tlon. the American Bed Cress, the 
AflMHcan Frtends tService Oonunlttee 
(Quakers), the Jewish Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee, the Federal Council of 
the Churches of Christ In America, thd 
Knighto of Columbus, the X. M. a A. 
and ths T. W. CL A

They hSTe been 
serrtanr onder tiM AaMrican Bidief ad- 
ministration and have conducted food 
kitchens and distributing stations in 
all parts of Poland outside Warsaw. 

In all the relief work being done in 
Europe, tliat of the Polish Grays, has 
been OBl«ao bocaaae an tho i^ris, 
though sot from Amoilea, were either 
bom in Poland or are of Polish paren- 
tage. When the need for social serv- 
ice in their country became acnte 
many girls of Polish descent answered 
the call of the Tonng Wmmo's Chris- 
tian Assodatlaa ^or ofomas service 
and enliflfcd In the preliminary train- 
ing course that was given In several 
cities of the United States. From this 
group thirty girls were chosen and sent 
to Poland where, since 1918, they have 
boeii earing for tho chOdreB of the 
country. The distrlbntion of clothing 
has taken them into all parts of 
Poland. 

They are now spending their entire 
time In arranging for the feeding of 
children this Floter. Groups of them 
travd to strategle ctnters In ootlylng 
districts where they set up distributing 
stations, receive supplies, prepare 
meals, arrange for Impartial distribu- 
tion and train helpers to continue the 
work when they are scat ob to tko aext 
town.

How many times have you pasted 
down a paper or mounted a print to 
find that when It dried it had buckled 
disappointingly?

Apply tbo print to the mount, and 
with aid of a paper blotter and a 
small roller smooth the print from Its 
center outward. No paste will appear 
eufiMe tbe limits of the print; any 
dampness exceeding these limits will 
evaporate. Any paper shreds left by 
the blotter, etc., may be wiped clean 
from tbe print's surface with the same
